Sheridan 
hopes for 
plea deal 

Decades-old case may soon 


be put

Didsbury Review 

An extradition warrant 
against Didsbury’s Jack 
Sheridan, 69, has been lifted 
and he is expected to 
appear voluntarily in 
Florida next month to face 
charges nearly four decades 
old. 

Sheridan, his lawyers and 
Florida authorities have all 
indicated a plea bargain 
may be on the way for the 
Didsbury Inn owner, but 
according to U.S. regula¬ 
tions, no details can be dis¬ 
cussed at this time.

“It’s already determined 
pretty well,” Sheridan told 
the Review Monday. 

“The outcome will be in 
my favour.” 

Sheridan was arrested in 
June 2005 in a cold case he 
thought had been closed. 

In February 1968, the car 
Sheridan was driving collid¬ 
ed head-on with a 
Greyhound bus, killing his 
passenger Walter M. Jones 
and injuring 23 others. 

It is believed Sheridan, 
who was also injured in the 
crash, was intoxicated at 
the time of the accident, of 
which he has no recollec¬ 
tion. 

He was convicted in 1968 
of manslaughter by culpa¬ 
ble negligence and 
manslaughter by intoxica¬ 
tion, and sentenced to one 
year and two months in 
prison, but later won his 
appeal and the conviction 
was overturned. 

Sheridan said the State of 
Florida then appealed his 
appeal and a new trial date 
was set for October 1971, 
but he was working on the 
pipeline in Borneo at the 
time and was never noti- 


to bed 

fled. 

After returning from 
Borneo, he moved to 
Didsbury and started his 
business, leading a success¬ 
ful and well-respected life 
for decades without inci¬ 
dent 

He maintains that his 
move to Canada was not an 
effort to evade police. 

“I didn’t run away; I had 
no idea,” he said. 

“I was in Borneo when a 
new trial was set and they 
never contacted me.” 

It’s been a year of frustra¬ 
tion for Sheridan who 
vowed last year to fight the 
extradition. 

“It’s something that 
shouldn’t have been 
brought up again,” he said. 

“I was granted an appeal 
and then two years later the 
state appealed my appeal in 
my absence.” 

If an August hearing is 
made official, Sheridan will 
likely have to appear in per¬ 
son, but nothing is con¬ 
firmed. 

“It hasn’t been OK’d yet,” 
said Sheridan, who wants to 
put the past behind him. 

“It just keeps going,” he 
said. 

Since the case reopened, 
Jones’ family members 
have had to rehash their 
pain again and have indi¬ 
cated they would like to put 
it to bed as well. 

“What good is this going 
to do? This happened 30- 
some years ago” Jones’ sis¬ 
ter Cecile Herring told the 
Calgary Herald last week. 

“I’m sure he (Sheridan) 
has gone through hell." 

Didsbury Lawyer Brian 
Foretell, who represented 
Sheridan following his 
arrest in 2005, told the 
Review that Sheridan, now 
represented by a different 
lawyer, deserves to live a 
happy, peaceful life. 

“No one has a bad word 
to say about Jack,” he said. 

“He is a respected and 
liked, gentle, good guy.” 

If a plea deal is made, 
Sheridan will likely be per¬ 
mitted to remain in 
Didsbury and continue run¬ 
ning his business.

tern, one of the rights we 
expect is that if, God forbid, we ever require 
blood, it will be there. 

But how many of us feel a responsibility to 
give it? 

Yes, as citizens of this great country, we are 
entitled to enjoy certain luxeries. 

But the word ‘citizen’ implies a two-way 
relationship. 

Not only should we receive services, we 
should be contributing to them as well. 

This is as much a lecture to myself as it is 
to you, the reader, because (I’m ashamed to 
say) I have never donated blood myself. 

I’ve come up with numerous excuses over 
the years. 

There was a blood drive at my school when 
I was 15, but I was one pound under the 
weight requirement. I used that excuse for 
about five more years, even though I’d grown 
five inches and about 15 pounds. 

I also have a common blood type, so maybe 
I figured there were enough people out there 
donating the same type and mine would just 
be extra. 

But the fact is, only about four per cent of 
eligible Albertans donate blood and all types 
are needed. 

And unfortunately the excuses available 
are endless, so we all keep passing the buck. 

Now I have to wait to donate because I’ve 
travelled to areas where hepatitis levels are 
high. 

But guilt has convinced me to feel an obli¬ 
gation as soon as that wait period is over, 
because my big brother wouldn’t be alive 
today if somebody hadn’t donated blood. 

He was only five years old when he pulled 
out on his bike between two parked cars and 
was struck by a moving vehicle. 

His spleen ruptured and he was bleeding 
heavily internally. 

By the time we arrived at the Red Deer hos¬ 
pital, he was in a coma and nearly dead.

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Thompson throws hat into ring 

Wild Rose MP announces his intention to seek Conservative nomination one more time

Myron Thompson would 
like to stay on as Wild Rost' 
MP just a little longer. 

Thompson announced 
Friday he would be seeking 
the Conservative nomina¬ 
tion in preparation for any 
upcoming federal election. 

“It was sort of dropped on 
me and the answer without 
hesitation would be yes 
because we liaven’t even 
had a chance to think about 
it,” said Thompson. “Our rid¬ 
ing has to have a nomination 
meeting, and I had to make 
up my mind." 

With a confidence vote 
looming over the softwood 
lumber deal with the United 
States, Conservative Party 
headquarters contacted all 
party incumbents and 
instructed them to have their 
ridings “prepared and ready 
to roll" in the event of a snap 


fall election. 

Thompson doubts opposi- 
tion to the deal will translate 
into support for a non-confi¬ 
dence motion. 

“'rile liberals are so far 
from ready and nobody real¬ 
ly wants an election," said 
Thompson. 

This doesn't mean, howev¬ 
er, that the Sundre resident 
doesn't also have concerns 
of Ills own about the deal. 

Specifically Thompson 
feels the provision for a 
purge in order to fight 
Mountain line beetle, and 
the 23-month opt-out clause 
for the US, need to be 
addressed.

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Youth justice risks folding

Despite a $2,000 cash 
injection earlier this 
month, Gord Fulton, chair 
of Didsbury's youth justice 
committee, says the pro¬ 
gram is at risk of folding if 
the community doesn’t 
step up to help. 

Didsbury’s program, 
started in 1997, is one of 
the oldest in Canada and 
while the demand is still 
there, the manpower isn’t. 

“We definitely need fund¬ 
ing, but more importantly, 
we need volunteers or the 
program won’t continue,” 


they’ll be left with just two. 

“It’s sad for me because 1 
really believe so much in 
the youth of this town,” 
said Fulton. 

But after 10 years on the 
committee, and eight acts 
of vandalism to his busi¬ 
ness, he’s ready to pack it 
in. 

“I’ve been targeted partly 
because I’m doing this and 
it's like a double slap in the 
face,” he said. 

“1 think the kids in this 
town either love me or hate 
me." 

He thinks some kids at 
that age don’t have the 
maturity level to appreci- 


into his business last 
Christmas to thank him for 
his help. 

“It’s an honour for me to 
know him, to have crossed 
paths with him," Fulton 
said of the man. 

“I really believe that we 
plant seeds and touch and 
affect people in some way. 
The choice is in whether 
it’s in a positive or negative 
way.” 

The Youth Justice pro¬ 
gram sees 24 to 36 cases a 
year that vary in type from 
vandalism, vehicle break 
and enters to uttering 
threats. 


It is an alternative to the 
mainstream judicial sys¬ 
tem and usually allows 
youth who have committed 
minor offences to avoid 
court. 

Fulton said this is partic¬ 
ularly important in youth 
cases. 

“A judge just wants facts 
and Figures, he doesn't care 
if a kid feels bad for what 
he did," he said. 

“Usually duty counsel 
speaks for them and they 
may not get a chance to 
speak at all for them¬ 
selves.” 

The program also 


involves victims of the 
crime, so the youth can 
better understand what 
effect their crime had on 
that person, and the pun¬ 
ishment is meant to fit the 
crime. 

But Fulton said people 
often mistake it as simple 
community service when 
it’s really about community 
involvement and learning 
from mistakes. 

“We develop a rapport 
and get them on a better 
path, and help them make 
changes in their lives,” he 
said. 

Fulton has attended 


court for kids, acted as an 
advocate in front of judges 
and gone beyond the sup¬ 
port a kid might get from a 
lawyer. 

“I’ve done things that 
have basically saved a lot 
of kids’ butts,” he said. 

Now he and incoming 
chair Kim Milger are look¬ 
ing for volunteers, over the 
age of 17, who are inter¬ 
ested in doing something 
with youth support and 
will get involved. 

“If this program folds, it 
will be really sad because 
these kids will be losing a 
real opportunity.”

Cool Alley started out as a bare- 
back horse, leaping to fame as the 
2001 horse of the year in that event. 

O’Neill was impressed by her size 
and strength and approached con¬ 
tractor Duane Kesler to ask that the 
big brown mare be moved to the 
saddlebronc competition. 

The move was granted and, ironi¬ 
cally, O’Neill was the first cowboy 
to draw her at the Calgary 
Stampede where she put him in the 
dirt before the eight-second whistle.

Time to get tough 


I've now hiked the 520 km 
from Whitehorse in five and a 
half days, plus a rest day. I'm 
going to spend a couple days 
here to rest and get ready for 
the next trig push (more on 
that later). 

In that 520 km there are 
exactly three towns plus a 
few campgrounds. It's a vast 
wilderness of hills, lakes, 
hills, big rivers, innumerable 
streams and more hills. 

Just a ways out of 
Whitehorse you hang a right 
and leave the Alaska highway 
I rebind and head off north on 
the Klondike highway. 

I was surprised to find that 
this area is quite a bit drier 
than Whitehorse...it's not 
sagebrush country, but the 
hillsides often have only 
sjrarse grass on them. 

One day it was quite hot 
and a rain shower swept 


through—besides getting me 
soaked, it Itad two interesting 
effects: the drops wen* hit¬ 
ting the pavement ;uid spat¬ 
tering up into the sunlight 
First time I've ever seen a 
horizontal rainlxrw hovering 
just above the pavement. 
The other effect was the 
smell - yeah, the smell. The 
pavement was so warm and 
the air was intensely humid 
and smelled like, well, old 
wet socks! 

Yesterday one of the 
incredible views was an over¬ 
look at the Ultima TYench. 
This is a geologic feature that 
is North America's largest 
fault extending several hun¬ 
dred miles across the Yukon 
and Alaska 

The vista is like something 
you see in a Yukon tourist 
commercial. 1 eqjoyed it for 
about 10 minutes until an 18 


RV caravan pulled in and the 
solitude was broken. 

I've met some more neat 
cyclists: Nicolas from 

Manchester, England (next 
door to Didsbury, England) is 
riding to the southern tip of 
South America on a tandem. 
He's shooting a documentary 
on the (teople who fill in his 
empty seat, cycling the 
length of the Americas in 
search of company". That's 
a new twist! 

I have mqjor concerns 
about the next phase of my 
trip- 740 km of gravel road 
front Dawson Creek to 
Inuvik. 

I’ve heard so many horror 
stories of cyclists who had to 
quit - usually for weather rea¬ 
sons. It's 369 km to the first 
outpost of civilization (Eagle 
Plains) -just 35 km south of 
the Arc-tic Circle. I'm trying 
to look at it in terms of 11 
days of 70 km each. The first 
grocery store is in Ft. 
MePhereson, some 550 knt 
up the road. That's a lot of 
food to carry, (-specially 
when you're bunting at least 
5,000 calc tries a day. 

I don't think I'll chicken 
out, but the closer I get to it 
the more daunting it 
becomes. 

Ditch Detritus finds of the 
week: because of the sparse 
[xtpulation, I'm finding less 
and less, but there was a bot¬ 
tle of mouthwash, a green 
feathered dart, a new 8' 2x10, 
a shattered bcxtkcase, and a 
kitchen chair with one 
severely crippled leg. 

I'm writing this at 11 p.m. 
and the sun is still shining.

Didsbury Elk Bill Ward is set to 
become the honoured Grand 
Exalted Ruler, representing the 
order at a national level. 

The installation of officers cere¬ 
mony will be held in Calgary July 
26 ;md the Didsbury Elks club is 
hoping to organize a bits trip so 
that members of the community 
can come out to support W'ard. 

During his 12-month term, 
Ward’s role will be highly focused 
on public relations, involving a lot 
of travel. 

His first big stint will be to 
embark on a three week trip 
across Canada, meeting with dif¬ 
ferent lodges. 

“It’s a busy job and there are 
some demands on your time, not 


that it’s not going to be enjoyable,” 
he said. “I’ve talked to the last 
three fellows that have gone 
through and by the time you finish 
12 months of total dedication the 
order, you’re ready for some 
downtime. 

Fellow Elk Don Neal, who is in 
line to take the provincial leader¬ 
ship position next year, said it’s 
alxnit time Ward got this opportu¬ 
nity. 

“1 believe that he’ll serve in the 
same capacity as all of the guys 
do,” he said. “Their heart and ded¬ 
ication is right into this stuff." 

W'ard has l>een an Elks meml>er 
since 1976 and has been with the 
Didsbury order for 28 years. 

One of his focuses this year will 
be to work with CASLPA (a 
Canadian speech and language 
pathology group) to make more 


scholarships available in the area 
of speech and hearing, keeping in 
line with the national focus. 

“Our national focus has always 
Inn'll on children under the age of 
19 and speech and hearing has 
l>een the focus of a lot of our 
efforts,” said Ward. “There’s 
provincial involvement in virtually 
every province too." 

The Elks Fund For Children, 
which turns 60 years old this year, 
began out of a small initiative by 
one man. 

“The fellow got involved in 
Saskatchewan with speech and 
hearing and got researching and 
discovered tliat the average age of 
diagnosing a hearing loss in an 
infant was about 2 years and he 
said ‘that’s not good enough’," said 
Ward. “He came to a national con¬ 
vention, sold t he delegates on the 


idea that we should get involved in 
this and now, 50 years later, we’re 
still involved" 

The Elks have received national 
awards for the Fund’s work, but it 
isn’t the only thing they’re 
involved in. 

They’re involved in a gamut of 
community initiatives helping 
everyone from children to seniors. 

Here in Didsbury, their work can 
be seen all over town, from parks, 
and sports fields, to the lacrosse 
team’s uniforms. 

(her the last year, the Didsbury 
Elks have provided emergency 
funding to two families devastated 
by fire. 

“If a family loses their house and 
all of their posessions, there are 
funds available immediately 
through a phone call to got cloth¬ 
ing, shelter and stuff for that fami¬ 


ly," said Ward. 

Nat ionally, the Elks provide well 
over $6 million annually and in 
Allierta that amount tops $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Funding dollars come from local 
fundraising activities, like raffles, 
bingos, suppers, dances, and casi¬ 
nos putting dollars back into the 
community. 

Groups looking for funding sim¬ 
ply need to write a letter or 
approach one of Didsbury’s 80 
members for information. 

Everyone is invited to attend the 
installation of officers on July 
26th. 

Details are still being worked 
out, but the bus will leave in the 
morning and return by about sup¬ 
per time.
